The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel  Hill's 
alma  mater,  were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr 
Myers,  a  graduating  senior.  The  Glee  Club  director 
asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune  "Amici,"  and 
the  song  was  first  performed  on  June  2, 1897,  as  part 
of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in 
Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a 
University  quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to  remem- 
ber the  words,  they  could  recollect  only  the  first 
verse  and  the  chorus  ot  Myers'  original  version.  Two 
members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and 
Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the  one 


they  remembered.  Mangum  later  became  a  profes- 
sor in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked 
as  the  University's  business  manager  and 
comptroller.

James  Moesery  Chancellor 


Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  James  Moeser,  its  ninth 
chancellor,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hills  vision  for  the  future  is  ambitious  —  to  be 
America's  leading  public  university. 

"We  want  Carolina  to  be  the  best  that  it  can  be,  to 
lead  among  America's  best  public  universities,"  Moeser 
says.  "In  setting  our  sights  that  high,  we  are  drawing 
from  our  heritage  as  the  nation's  first  public  university 
and  our  strong  commitment  to  helping  make  North 
Carolina  as  successful  as  possible  in  the  future." 

Moeser's  bold  leadership  has  put  the  University  in 
the  national  spotlight  on  key  issues  including  student 
accessibility  and  binding  early  decision  admissions. 
Most  recently,  the  chancellor  launched  the  Carolina 
Covenant,  a  groundbreaking  initiative  to  make  a 
Chapel  Hill  education  possible  debt-free  for  low- 
income  students  beginning  this  fall.  The  Carolina 
Covenant  was  a  first  for  a  major  U.S.  public  university 
when  it  was  announced  in  fall  2003.  Several  major 
campuses,  including  Harvard,  Virginia,  and  Maryland, 
later  created  similar  programs.  In  2004  Moeser 
announced  an  expansion  of  the  Carolina  Covenant, 
raising  the  threshhold  for  eligible  students  and  their 
families  to  200  percent  of  the  federal  poverty  level 
from  1 50  percent. 

The  University's  ties  to  North  Carolina  are  so 
important  that  Moeser  recently  launched  a  new  effort 
to  strengthen  the  connections  between  Carolina  and 
the  lives  of  state  citizens  and  their  communities. 
Through  his  "Carolina  Connects"  initiative,  Moeser  is 
traveling  the  state  to  highlight  the  many  ways  in  which 
the  University  serves  the  communities  and  people  of 
North  Carolina.  He  also  is  seeking  out  opportunities 
to  learn  about  other  ways  Carolina  can  connect  with 
the  state  and  its  issues. 

"Our  message  is  that  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  serves  North  Carolina  every 
day  in  meaningful,  relevant  ways,"  Moeser  says.  "In 
short,  'Carolina  Connects.'  The  University  has  always 
played  a  significant  leadership  role  in  the  life  of  North 


Carolina.  I  firmly  believe  that  this  University  has  the 
power  to  make  a  difference." 

When  Moeser  began  as  chancellor  in  August  2000, 
his  first  challenge  was  to  help  secure  support  for  the 
$3.1  billion  bond  referendum  for  higher  education. 
The  referendum,  overwhelmingly  approved  by  voters 
three  months  later,  was  the  nation's  largest  higher 
education  bond  package.  Moeser  pledged  to  North 
Carolinians  that  if  they  passed  the  bond  referendum, 
Carolina  would  triple  their  investment  through 
private  fund-raising  efforts. 

Carolina  has  made  good  on  Moeser's  pledge.  The 
bonds  alone  mean  $510  million  worth  of  renovations, 
repairs,  and  new  buildings  on  the  Chapel  Hill  campus 
so  twenty-first  century  students  can  learn  in  a  twenty- 
first  century  environment.  Guided  by  a  visionary 
master  plan  for  growth  now  rapidly  coming  to  life, 
the  University  is  investing  another  $800  million  from 
nonstate  sources  including  private  gifts  for  other 
buildings  essential  to  excellence.  The  resulting  capital 
construction  program  is  believed  to  be  among  the 
largest  at  any  major  American  university. 

Moeser  announced  the  University's  $1.8  billion 
goal  for  the  Carolina  First  Campaign  in  October  2002. 
The  multi-year  private  fund-raising  effort  is  helping 
position  Carolina  as  the  nation's  leading  public  uni- 
versity. By  late  2004,  the  campaign  had  surpassed  the 
$1.34  billion  mark  in  gifts  and  pledges  from  alumni 
and  friends.  Carolina  First  has  created  126  new 
endowed  professorships  —  more  than  half  the  total 
goal  ot  200  —  and  430  new  scholarships  and  fellow- 
ships for  students  toward  a  target  of  1,000.  Faculty 
support  and  the  quality  of  students  and  facilities  are 
among  key  campaign  priorities. 

Under  Moeser's  leadership,  the  University  complet- 
ed an  academic  plan  in  2003  to  guide  future  decisions 
and  investments  in  academic  priorities.  Early  in  his 
tenure,  Moeser  acted  decisively  to  launch  a  cam- 
puswide  initiative  committing  at  least  $245  million 
over  the  next  decade  to  genome  sciences.  The  public- 
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private  partnership  received  an  anonymous  $25  million  gift  for 
a  proteomics  research  center.  Evidence  of  success  includes  the 
School  of  Public  Health's  selection  by  the  U.S.  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention  to  house  one  of  the  nation's 
three  centers  of  excellence  for  genomics  and  public  health. 

Attracting  research  funds  is  among  the  contributions  the 
University  makes  to  the  North  Carolina  economy,  and  Carolina 
has  steadily  improved  during  the  Moeser  era.  Overall,  the 
Carolina  faculty  set  another  University  record  last  fiscal  year 
for  sponsored  research  funding,  attracting  more  than  $577 
million.  The  University  consistently  ranks  among  the  top  public 
and  private  universities  receiving  funding  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  and  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

Such  success  in  the  sciences  is  balanced  by  an  equal  commit- 
ment to  the  arts  and  humanities  —  which  will  benefit  from 
planned  facility  improvements  —  as  well  as  to  the  University 
Library,  perennially  ranked  among  the  best  research  libraries 
in  North  America,  and  to  key  resources  such  as  the  Center  for 
the  Study  of  the  American  South.  "We  are  committed  to  provid- 
ing our  students  and  citizens  with  the  finest  in  the  arts  and  to 
preserving  the  magnificent  architectural  archive  of  the  historic 
campus,"  Moeser  says.  "We  express  and  teach  our  values  by  what 
we  build." 

The  chancellor  has  strongly  supported  efforts  to  enhance 
undergraduate  education  and  improve  the  student  judiciary 
and  Honor  Court  systems.  Moeser  has  championed  the 
University's  longtime  commitment  to  diversity  and  an  open 
intellectual  community.  In  2003-2004  he  co-chaired  a 
Chancellor's  Task  Force  for  a  Better  Workplace  that  produced 
recommendations  that  are  improving  working  conditions  for 
employees. 

Moeser  was  unanimously  elected  chancellor  in  April  2000 
by  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  and  arrived  after  four  years  as 
chancellor  of  the  University  of  Nebraska  at  Lincoln,  where  he 
was  credited  with  strengthening  academics  and  fund  raising. 

A  concert  organist,  Moeser  began  his  career  in  1966  at  the 
University  of  Kansas  as  assistant  professor  and  chairman  of  the 
organ  department.  He  became  dean  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts 
in  1975  and  later  was  named  Althaus  Distinguished  Professor 
of  Organ.  In  1986  he  joined  The  Pennsylvania  State  University 
as  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Architecture  and  executive 


director  of  University  Arts  Services.  Six  years  later  Moeser 
became  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and  provost  of  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  a  post  he  held  until  becoming 
Nebraska's  chancellor  in  1996. 

The  chancellor  recently  was  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  ot  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corp.  He  serves 
on  two  Association  of  American  University  committees  exam- 
ining the  cost  of  research  and  internationalization.  He  is  a  past 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Association 
of  State  Universities  and  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  chaired  its 
technology-transfer  commission.  He  also  served  on  the 
Kellogg  Commission  on  the  Future  of  State  and  Land-Grant 
Universities. 

Moeser  often  is  invited  to  speak  at  major  national  educa- 
tion meetings  about  topics  including  academic  freedom.  He 
is  on  the  CEO  Group  of  Six,  a  group  of  university  presidents 
and  chancellors  from  each  of  the  nation's  major  athletic 
conferences  that  has  tackled  issues  including  academic  reform. 
Recently  approved  NCAA  changes  mirrored  proposals  the 
CEO  group  had  discussed  for  some  time. 

Moeser  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Science  and  Technology,  a  trustee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Symphony  Society,  Inc.,  and  a  member  of  the  Greater  Triangle 
Regional  Council. 

A  native  of  Colorado  City,  Texas,  Moeser  grew  up  in 
Lubbock  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Texas  at  Austin 
with  a  bachelor  of  music  degree  with  honors  in  1961  and  a 
master  of  music  in  musicology  in  1964.  The  Graduate  School 
at  Texas  honored  him  with  its  2001  Outstanding  Alumnus 
Award.  He  studied  in  Berlin  and  Paris  on  a  Fulbright 
Scholarship  and  earned  a  doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1967.  A  past  president  of  the  American  Guild 
of  Organists,  Moeser  performed  widely  as  a  concert  organist. 

Moeser  is  married  to  Dr.  Susan  Dickerson  Moeser,  a  fellow 
concert  organist  and  music  lecturer  and  University  organist  at 
Carolina.  His  children  are  a  son,  Chris,  an  attorney  in  Phoenix, 
Arizona,  and  a  daughter,  Carter,  a  physical  therapist  in 
Tacoma,  Washington. 


Commencement  Speaker 

George  Lensing 


Dr.  George  Lensing  is  Bowman  and  Gordon  Gray 
Professor  of  English  in  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill.  He  also  directs  UNC's  Office  of 
Distinguished  Scholarships. 

In  his  role  as  director  of  UNC's  Office  of 
Distinguished  Scholarships,  Lensing  is  responsible 
for  recruiting  and  developing  student  applications 
for  prestigious  national  scholarships,  including  the 
Rhodes,  Truman,  and  Churchill  awards.  Six  UNC 
students  won  distinguished  national  and  internation- 
al scholarships  in  2003-2004. 

Lensing  has  advised  honors  students  in  the 
English  Department  for  more  than  thirty  years.  He 
also  has  served  on  the  central  selection  committee 
for  the  Morehead  and  Robertson  scholarships,  the 
University's  top  merit  awards.  UNC  partners  with 
Duke  University  in  the  Robertson  program. 

Since  1974  Lensing  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Chancellor's  Awards  Ceremony. 


The  awards  recognize  outstanding  undergraduates  in 
academics,  leadership,  and  service.  He  also  has  been 
assistant  dean  of  Honors,  secretary  of  the  faculty,  and 
chair  of  the  Division  of  Humanities.  Since  1979  he 
has  been  a  faculty  sponsor  of  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece,  a  campus  honorary  society. 

Lensing  has  received  two  University  honors  for 
undergraduate  teaching  excellence:  the  Tanner  Award 
(1984)  and  the  Sanders  Award  (2001 ).  He  also  teach- 
es graduate  students  how  to  instruct  undergraduates. 
He  has  written  three  books  on  American  poetry, 
including  Wallace  Stevens  and  the  Seasons  (2001 ). 

Born  in  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  Lensing  received 
his  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  English  from  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame  and  his  doctorate  in 
English  from  Louisiana  State  University.  He  came 
to  UNC  in  1969.

Academic  Costume  Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and 
published  by  the  American  Council  on  Education, 
may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic  attire  worn 
during  today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the 
European  Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the  oldest 
universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and 
warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings. 
The  desire  for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born, 
well  turned-out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one 
medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish 
bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctoral  degree  candidates 
led  to  the  development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895  representatives  from  American  colleges 
and  universities  met  at  Columbia  University  and 
fashioned  a  standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this 
country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is  still  in  force. 
The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you 
see  are  traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree 
and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed, 
has  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open 
at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the 
back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the 
arc  in  the  front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed. 
Doctors'  gowns  are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet, 
with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves,  although  the  color 
of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of 
study.  Some  doctoral  candidates  may  wear  a  unique 
Carolina  blue  gown  that  features  dark  blue  facings 
and  crossbars  outlined  in  white  piping  and  bearing 
the  University's  shield  supported  by  torches  of 


learning.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three 
degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the  universi- 
ty or  college  that  conferred  the  degree,  usually  with 
one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the  other. 
Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administra- 
tors' robes  are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon 
of  Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of  North 
Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and 
the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in 
the  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  You  will 
see  many  hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark 
blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors 
in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the 
following  fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

the  entire  Chapel  Hill  community.  It  will  include  a 
small  seating  area  similar  to  the  new  Wellstone 
Garden  near  Murphey  Hall.  Plaques  will  commemo- 
rate the  alumni  victims  and  recognize  Class  of  2005 
monetary  donors.

The  First  State  University 


The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 
originated  in  the  N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776, 
which  proclaimed  that  "all  useful  learning  shall  be 
duly  encouraged  and  promoted  in  one  or  more  uni- 
versities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the 
cornerstone  of  the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid 
on  October  12,  1793.  The  University  annually  cele- 
brates Carolina's  birth  date  each  October  12.  In  1795 
the  University  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens  also  claims 
the  honor  of  "first  state  university."  Georgia's  consti- 
tution of  1777  lays  no  foundation  for  state-supported 


higher  education.  The  university  was  chartered  in 
1785,  four  years  before  UNC,  and  those  who  claim 
the  honor  of  "first  state  university"  for  Georgia  refer 
to  this  date. 

North  Carolinians  contend  that  a  university 
begins  not  when  chartered,  but  when  students  first 
enroll  in  instructional  programs  and  use  the 
school's  facilities. 

The  University  of  Georgia  did  not  open  until 
1801,  six  years  after  Hinton  James  enrolled  as  the 
first  student  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill.  Three  years  after  his  arrival  Carolina 
graduated  its  first  class.

The  Old  Well 

At  the  heart  of  the  campus  stands  the  visual  symbol  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  For  many 
years  the  Old  Well  served  as  the  sole  water  supply  for  Old 
East  and  Old  West  dormitories.  In  1897  the  well  was  given 
its  present  decorative  form  at  the  direction  of  President 
Edwin  A.  Alderman,  who  described  his  beautification 
project  as  largely  derived  from  the  Temple  of  Love  in  the 
Garden  of  Versailles.  In  1954  the  well  was  given  added 
beauty  with  brick  walks,  plantings,  and  benches.  Students 
can  bring  good  luck  with  a  drink  from  the  Old  Well  on 
the  first  day  of  classes. 
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The  First  Carolina  Diploma 


In  September  1796  Carolina  student  Davie  Gillespie 
began  working  with  a  group  of  men  to  determine 
the  Southern  boundary  of  the  United  States.  His 
instructors  gave  Gillespie  a  document  to  carry  as 
proot  that  he  had  been  a  student  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  The  document,  now  in  the 
Library  of  Congress,  was  signed  by  his  professors 
and  ended  with  the  statement,  "We  thought  it 
proper  to  give  him  this  certificate." 

The  University's  first  graduating  class  in  1798 


included  Hinton  fames,  the  first  student  to  enroll. 
Seven  men  received  the  first  documents  that  by 
today's  standards  can  be  called  UNC-Chapel  Hill 
diplomas.  One  of  the  original  diplomas  is  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection  in  Wilson  Library. 

During  the  University's  early  years, 
Commencement  at  Carolina  was  a  time  for  exami- 
nations and  promotions  to  higher  classes.  There 
was  a  commencement,  but  no  degrees  awarded  and 
no  graduation. 


The  Dean  E.  Smith  Center 


Today's  ceremony  attests  to  the  flexibility  of  the 
Dean  E.  Smith  Center,  one  of  the  most  impressive 
collegiate  arenas  in  the  country.  Begun  as  a  mission 
of  unparalleled  proportion  in  college  athletics,  the 
300,000-square-foot  edifice  was  built  with  funds 
raised  entirely  from  private  donations.  It  stands  on 
seven  and  one-half  acres  on  the  University's  south 
campus.  More  than  20,000  cubic  yards  of  rock  were 
removed  to  make  room  for  the  340-foot-wide,  380- 
foot-long  building. 

The  arena  is  named  for  the  former  Tar  Heel  bas- 
ketball coach  Dean  Smith,  who  finished  his  career  in 
1997  as  the  all-time  winningest  coach  in  basketball 
history  with  879  victories.  In  36  years,  Smith 
coached  Carolina  to  eleven  NCAA  tournament  Final 
Fours,  two  national  titles,  and  thirteen  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  Tournament  championships. 

The  building,  dedicated  in  1986,  has  three  levels. 
The  first  floor  features  six  recreational  locker  rooms, 
the  basketball  dressing  area,  which  contains  a  play- 
ers' lounge  complete  with  computer  terminals  and 
study  desks,  as  well  as  training  and  weight  rooms 
for  use  by  the  basketball  players.  On  the  second 
floor  visitors  can  enjoy  a  memorabilia  room  that 
houses  artifacts  of  Carolina's  rich  athletic  tradition. 
The  uppermost  level  features  a  1,200-foot-long,  22- 
foot-wide  concourse  with  eight  concession  stands 


and  a  souvenir  showcase,  all  easily  accessible  from 
the  sixty-eight  aisles  along  the  concourse.  One  of 
the  most  prominent  features  in  the  Smith  Center  is 
the  series  of  banners  rewarding  the  accomplish- 
ments of  Carolina  players  and  teams,  including 
NCAA  championship  banners  for  1956-57,  1981-82, 
and  1992-93,  respectively.  Also  hanging  high  above 
the  playing  floor  are  40  replica  jerseys  honoring 
Carolina's  greatest  individual  standouts.  The  Smith 
Center's  design  allows  it  the  flexibility  to  host 
numerous  entertainment  events.  From  a  large  grid 
over  the  east  end,  more  than  50,000  pounds  of 
sound  and  lighting  equipment  can  be  easily 
attached.  Many  of  the  biggest  stars  have  appeared 
on  stage  here.  Since  Kenny  Rogers  staged  the  arena's 
first  concert  in  1986,  entertainers  ranging  in  appeal 
from  Bruce  Springsteen  to  John  Denver,  Amy  Grant 
to  Garth  Brooks  have  performed.  Sporting  events 
such  as  WCW  Monday  Night  Nitro,  the  NCAA 
Wrestling  Championships,  and  the  North  Carolina 
High  School  Athletic  Association  Basketball 
Championships,  and  1999  Special  Olympics  World 
Summer  Games  events  have  also  been  held  at  the 
Smith  Center.  But  the  main  attraction,  and  indeed 
the  very  reason  for  the  Smith  Center's  existence,  is 
Carolina  basketball. 
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Origin  of  the  University  Colors 


As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students, 
alumni,  and  fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue 
and  white  were  first  used  around  1800  to  distin- 
guish between  members  of  the  Dialectic  and 
Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the 
nineteenth  century,  students  were  required  to  be 
members  of  either  the  Di  or  the  Phi.  The  Di's  color 
was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was  white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls,  and  other 
social  events,  the  student  officials,  managers,  and 
marshals  wore  the  color  of  their  society,  blue  or 


white.  Because  the  Chief  Marshal  or  Chief  Ball 
Manager  represented  the  whole  student  body, 
not  just  his  society,  he  wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercolle- 
giate athletic  teams  in  1888,  the  question  ot  what 
colors  to  wear  had  already  been  answered.  Light 
blue  and  white  had  come  to  symbolize  membership 
in  the  University,  not  in  a  single  society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered 
the  University's  colors  for  more  than  a  century. 


The  University  Seal 


The  first  seal  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  designed  in  1790,  showed  the 
face  of  Apollo  and  his  emblem,  the  rising  sun,  used  to  symbolize  the  dawn  of  higher 
education  in  the  state.  The  words  "SIGUL  UNIVERSITAT  CAROL  SEPTENT" 
(Seal  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina)  surrounded  the  drawing. 

A  modification  in  1895  added  lighted  torches  of  learning  beside  Apollo's  profile. 
Two  years  later  another  alteration  replaced  Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which  the 
words  Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a  white  band 
running  from  the  upper  right  to  the  lower  left  of  the  shield, 
appeared. 

In  the  1940s  some  observers  mistakenly  claimed 
the  white  stripe  on  the  shield  was  a  bend  sinister, 
a  heraldic  code  that  was  demeaning.  In  truth, 
the  stripe  was  a  bar  sinister  and  merely  denoted 
a  second  or  later  son.  Still,  the  direction  of  the 
stripe  was  reversed,  removing  any  question  of 
stigma. 

Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1 897  version, 
except  the  stripe  runs  from  the  upper  left  to  the 
lower  right.

Chartering  the  University 


The  first  state  constitution  of  North  Carolina,  ratified 
in  1776,  called  for  the  creation  of  one  or  more  univer- 
sities to  encourage  and  promote  "useful  learning." 

But  the  University  was  slow  in  coming.  A  bill 
introduced  in  the  state  legislature  in  1784  to  establish 
"North  Carolina  University"  was  defeated  because 
many  people  feared  that  the  proposed  university  could 
become  an  aristocratic  bastion  against  the  state's  com- 
mon people.  Similar  fears  led  North  Carolinians  not  to 
ratify  the  U.S.  Constitution  when  the  state  first  voted 
on  it  in  1788.  Many  feared  that  the  strong  central  gov- 
ernment proposed  by  the  Constitution  might  endan- 
ger the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  common  people. 

Many  state  leaders  demanded  that  a  Bill  of  Rights 
guaranteeing  those  liberties  be  added  to  the  Constitution 
and  late  in  the  summer  of  1789  Congress  passed  the 
amendments  that  became  the  Bill  of  Rights.  On 


November  21, 1789  North  Carolina  delegates  meeting 
in  Fayetteville  ratified  the  Constitution. 

William  R.  Davie,  who  had  helped  write  the  United 
States  Constitution  and  had  urged  his  fellow  North 
Carolinians  to  accept  it,  turned  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly,  also  meeting  in  Fayetteville,  to 
higher  education.  Davie  proposed  a  bill  to  establish 
and  charter  a  university,  noting  in  the  bill's  preamble 
that  "in  all  well  regulated  Governments,  it  is  the 
indispensable  duty  of  every  Legislature  to  consult  the 
Happiness  of  a  rising  Generation,  and  endeavor  to  fit 
them  for  an  honorable  Discharge  of  the  Social  Duties 
of  Life,  by  paying  the  strictest  attention  to  their 
Education." 

The  Federalist  spirit  of  the  General  Assembly  swept 
through  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  delegates, 
and  Davie's  bill  was  enacted  on  December  11, 1789.

The  University  not  only  uses  the  nickname  "Tar  Heels,"  but  the  entire  state  does  as  well. 
One  version  of  the  nickname's  origin  has  the  name  first  being  applied  to  North 
Carolinians  during  the  Civil  War.  One  record  talks  of  a  battle  in  Virginia,  where  their 
supporting  column  retreated,  but  North  Carolina  troops  stood  alone  to  fight  successfully. 
The  victorious  troops  were  asked  in  a  condescending  tone  by  some  Virginians,  who  had 
retreated,  "Any  more  tar  down  in  the  Old  North  State,  boys?"  The  response  came  quickly: 
"No,  not  a  bit;  old  Jeff's  bought  it  all  up."  The  Virginians  asked:  "Is  that  so?  What  is  he 
going  to  do  with  it?"  The  reply:  "He  is  going  to  put  it  on  you'ns  heels  to  make  you  stick 
better  in  the  next  fight."
